The Patent Office cannot undertake (1) to give opinions on the inter- 
pretation of Patent Law, or on the advisability of protecting inventions and designs 
or on their infringement; (2) to make searches in respect of information available in 
the public room ; (3) to recommend any particular agent ; or (4) to assist in. the disposal 
of inventions. Applicants are warned that the Indian Patents and Designs Act, rgrt, 
is in force in British India only and patents granted under it do not extend to the United 
Kingdom or any of the British possessions. ‘The International Convention for the 
Protection of Industrial Property does not include India. Applications for patents in _ 
countries other than India should be made to the patent offices in the countries concerned. 

4. Fees are payable in cash and must be received in the Patent Office within the time 
allowed by the Acts. When cheques are offered in payment of fees, it must be clearly 
understood that the office cannot hold itself responsible for any delay that may oceur in 
the collection of cash on the cheques ; any cheque not payable in Calcutta is subject to

No. 1245-104-II.—The Honourable the Chief Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara, is 
leased to prescribe the following scale of fees for Government Pleader when he appears on 
half of Government in civil cases :— Z “i 

1. The fees payable in cases in which the Government Pleader appears shall be caleu- 
lated in accordance with the scale sanctioned by the Commissioner for cases conducted by 
the Government Pleader on behalf of the Court of Wards (vide Local Rules and Orders 
made under Enactments applying to Ajmer-Merwara, Volume Ill, 1902, pages 399-401). 

- Provided that in no case shall the Government Pleader’s fee be less than Rio for 
conducting any one case or R15 if the case be conducted before the Court of the Honour- 
able the Chief Commissioner. 

2. In cases in which’a reference is made under section 18, Act No. Lof 1894, because 
the Collector is unable to agree with the parties interested as to the amount of compensa- 
tion to be allowed for the land required and the compensation for such land is determined 
by the Civil Courts, the Government Pleader’s fee shall be calculated according to the 
scale above prescribed for ex-parte suits on the amount of compensation awarded by the 
Collector under section 11 of the Act. Where the fee is. recoverable from the money due 
5 the opposite party, Government Pleader will be entitled tothe fee awarded by the 

ourt. 

3. In an enquiry as to pauperism under Order XXXIIT or Order XLIV of the Civil 
Procedure Code, the fee payable to a Government Pleader who has opposed an application 
for leave to sue or appeal as a pauper or has successfully applied for the dispaupering of the 
plaintiff or appellant shall be 10 per cent. on the amount of the court fee that would be 
payable on the plaint or memo. of appeal if the suit or appeal were not brought by a person 
alleging pauperism provided that no fee in excess of R75 shall be payable under this rule, 

Provided also that in the case of a pen or revisions where no further enquiry is to be 
made into. pauperism, the fee ce e to the Government Pleader shall not exceed R50. 

4. In miscellaneous cases to which no value can be assigned the Government Pleader’s 

- fee shall not exceed R16 for each case to be paid under the sanction of the Commissioner, 
If the Commissioner considers that a Government Pleader should receive a higher fee 
application should be made to the Local Government who will determine the fee to be paid. 

5. In civil suits when the Commissioner considers that a Government Pleader should 
receive a larger fee than would be payable under rule 1 above, application stating the fee 

“recommended to be paid to the Government Pleader should be made to the Local Govern- 
ment who will determine the fee which should be paid. 

6. When the Government Pleader has to conduct a case at any place in Ajmer- 


Merwara other than Ajmer or in the Honourable the Chief Commissioner’s court at Abu, he |
